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Teen faces life sentence for Florida murders 


Tyson guilty

A FLORIDA teenager was found 
guilty last night of the killings of 
Northampton tourist fames 
Kouzaris and his friend fames 
Cooper. 

After two hours’ deliberating, the 12 
jurors convicted 17-year-old Shawn 
Tyson of first-degree murder on both 
counts around 10pm UK time. 

The two friends, who were on a 
three-week holiday with Mr Cooper’s 
family, were shot on a Newtown 
housing complex after a night out on 
April 16 last year. 

Their bodies were found on oppo¬ 
site sides of the same street, shirtless 
and with all of their valuables still 
with them. 

It has been an agonising wait for the 
victims’ families and lames Cooper’s 
relatives have submitted a video that 
will be seen by ludge Rick De Furia 
before he sentences Tyson. 

loe Hallett and Paul Davies, friends 
of the pair, gave moving statements 
explaining the “pain and constant 
suffering” caused by the teenager’s 
actions. 

Addressing Tyson directly, Mr 
Hallett said: “It was through your 
deadly actions that you have taken us 
on a journey to hell.” 

He described fames Kouzaris, 24, 
who lived in Kingsthorpe, and lames 
Cooper, 25, from Warwick, as “kind, 



funny, caring and intelligent young 
men” and “unique human beings”. 

Mr Hallett added: “You murdered 
two people who, had you given them 
the chance, would have given you the 
time of day. 

“They were two of the good guys in 
life.” 

Mr Davies added: “When I get 
married, I will be short of a best 
man.” 

A statement from Mr Cooper’s 
parents read out by prosecutor Karen 
Fraivillig said that they even missed 
“the smell of his hair gel and the mess 
in the bathroom”, and that he was the 
“best son any parents could wish for”. 

In the high-profile case, which 
began at Sarasota County Court last 
Thursday, jurors heard a week of 



witness evidence - but silence from 
the suspect. After several of his 
friends testified against him, the 
teenager confirmed to ludge De Furia 
that he did not wish to speak. 

And twists and turns went beyond 
the courtroom when the killer’s sister 
was arrested allegedly in connection 
with comments she had made on 
Facebook. 

Florida paper the Sarasota Herald- 
Tribune reported that Samantha 
Huffman had been charged with 
retaliating against a witness who had 
testified against her brother. 

Tyson faces a mandatory life 
sentence after being found guilty of 
first degree murder.

Residents urged to 
dig for castle ruins 

FAMILIES in an historic part of 
Northampton will be invited to search for 
archaeological treasures in their own gar¬ 
dens, a heritage group has announced. 

Friends of Northampton Castle (FNC), 
who unveiled their proposals for the 
medieval remains near the train station 
last week, said that a ‘Big Dig’ was just one 
of the ways that the community could get 
involved in the conservation project. 

The enthusiasts’ report said: 
“Households within the ward would be 
encouraged to excavate a one metre 
square hole on their property and record 
and save everything uncovered. 

“The material and features would be 
examined and interpreted by local archae¬ 
ologists and printed reports given to the 
household.” 

It is hoped that excavation of the green 
space by St Andrews Road will uncover the 
remnants of the castle buildings. Campai¬ 
gners are also seeking approval for a 
“medieval garden” in Chalk Lane.

Balloon stranded 
after cable crash

AN eye-witness has re¬ 
called the shocking 
moment he saw a hot air 
balloon crash into power 
lines. 

Tony Skipper, from 
Irchester, was in his con¬ 
servatory on Sunday 
evening when he saw the 
accident unfold in Bozeat. 

He said: “I saw three bal¬ 
loons coming over and I 
noticed one of them was 
very low over the hedge on 
the Harrold Road, outside 
Bozeat going past 
Newlands Farm and head¬ 
ing towards a row of large 
power lines. 

“I initially thought the 
balloon was going to land 
but then to the shock of 
my family there was a 
large white flash then 


flames and brown smoke 
as the balloon came to a 
halt still inflated. 

“The canopy then slowly 
wrapped over the lines as 
it deflated.” 

He then called the emer¬ 
gency services. 

Mr Skipper added: “We 
could see movement in 
the basket with binoculars 
at 6pm and we now 
understand the occupants 
did not get down until 
11pm. 

“Judging the size of the 
flame and realising the 
balloon had gas bottles on 
board the occupants can 
say they were very lucky. 
The services were great 
and responded very 
quickly. 

“I think they were very 
lucky, especially with the 
gas tanks and electricity, 
which do not go together.” 


Engineers used two large 
cranes to remove the bal¬ 
loon from the 132,000 volt 
electricity cables on 
Monday. 

Three people, two men 
and a woman, were res¬ 
cued from it the night 
before after it became 
trapped, suspended from 
a pylon. They were treated 
for minor burns. 

Northamptonshire Fire 
and Rescue Service 
received an emergency 
call at 6.10pm on Sunday 
and the rescue mission 
took five hours as they 
had to wait for the elec¬ 
tricity to be turned off. 

At 9.32pm the electricity 
company carried out a 
isolation so the fire service 
could cut the rope and 
assist the passengers and 
18-year-old pilot Adam 
Griffiths from Rushden.

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Birth trauma girl 
to get life payouts

A SIX-year-old who suffered 
devastating brain damage 
during her birth will receive 
compensation and annual pay¬ 
ments for the rest of her life. 

Northampton General Hospital 
NHS Trust has agreed to pay the 
sums to the girl who was left 
severely brain damaged following 
delays in her birth in March 2006. 

The award, which was approved 
by one of the country’s top judges 
at London’s High Court on 
Monday, includes an initial pay¬ 
ment of a £1 million lump sum. 

However, after that the girl - 
who for legal reasons cannot be 
named but who comes from the 
Northampton area - will also 
receive annual payments of 
£155,000 until she is 21 and 
£282,000 from the time she is 21. 

Provided the girl lives until she 
is 21 the sum will top £3m and 
payments will then continue at 
the higher rate. 

The award comes in the wake of 
another agreed payout to the 


girl’s mother for injuries she 
received during her daughter’s 
birth. 

As he approved the deal struck 
between lawyers for the Trust, 
which admitted full responsibility 
for what happened, and lawyers 
for the tragic girl’s parents Mr 
Justice Foskett said he was satis¬ 
fied that the deal represented “an 
excellent settlement” of the case. 

He also praised the girl’s 
parents, who were in court, say¬ 
ing he was “lost in admiration” for 
them for the way they coped. 

And during the hearing the QC 
for the Trust, Paul Rees, said that 
while nothing that was said could 
right the wrong that had been 
done he offered an “unreserved 
apology” to the family on behalf 
of the Trust. 

He also said he wanted to pub¬ 
licly pay tribute to the girl’s moth¬ 
er and others who have been 
responsible for looking after her 
since the tragedy happened. 

The judge had been told that the 
girl was “stillborn” after delays 
occurred during her birth. As a 
result she now suffers other 


conditions including kidney 
problems, autism and epilepsy 
and will need constant care for 
the rest of her life. 

Her counsel, top QC James 
Badenoch, told the court that 
there had been clear signs of oxy¬ 
gen starvation and even in the 
womb those signs were “either 
ignored or not interpreted cor¬ 
rectly.” 

He said that the girl should have 
been delivered by Caesarean sec¬ 
tion four hours before she was 
finally born. 

Last month we reported that the 
hospital was ordered to pay mil¬ 
lions in compensation to ten- 
year-old Hannah Louise Gudd 
after she was left severely dis¬ 
abled following medical blunders 
during her birth. 

Miss Gudd was left with cerebral 
palsy so severe that she is blind 
and needs to be fed through a 
tube, after being starved of oxy¬ 
gen in the womb during her birth 
on April 1, 2001. 

She sued the hospital’s man¬ 
agers - the NHS Trust - through 
her mother.

Teenagers led boys 
into a robbery trap

FIVE youths lured three other 
teenage boys to a house in 
Northampton where they were 
beaten and robbed. 

The victims met with one of the 
offenders on June 26 last year in 
the hope of buying cannabis. 

But the 17-year-old, who was 
described as the “brainchild” of 
the robbery, said the drugs were 
“at a friend’s house” and led them 
to the address. 

Michael Waterfield, prosecuting 
at Northampton Crown Court, 
said: “In reality that was to set 
them up for a robbery He took 
them along Wellingborough Road 
in Northampton and knocked on 
the fence as a signal to the rob¬ 


bers.” Four hooded teenagers, 
one said to be armed with a 
chain, were waiting for the vic¬ 
tims. 

Three of the offenders, includ¬ 
ing two brothers, 16 and 18, 
appeared before a judge on 
Friday The court heard how one 
of the 16-year-old victims was 
punched several times. 

Mr Waterfield said: “His head 
was stamped on and he had his 
wallet stolen. He was left with a 
swollen left eye, scratches on his 
back, swelling to his face and a 
bloodied nose.” 

The two brothers’ defence 
lawyer admitted: “This was thor¬ 
oughly abhorrent behaviour by 
both of them. 

“It must have been nothing 
short of absolutely terrifying for 


the young men concerned.” But 
she added: “They provided very 
candid accounts of their involve¬ 
ment without which a case 
against them could not have been 
made.” 

Judge David Tomlinson sen¬ 
tenced the oldest of the three 
youths to 12-months detention 
suspended for 18 months, a 
supervision order for 18 months 
and 160 hours’ unpaid work. 

His younger brother received a 
youth rehabilitation order for 18 
months and a year-long supervi¬ 
sion order. 

Both will have to abide by a cur¬ 
few Their accomplice was sen¬ 
tenced to an 18-month youth 
rehabilitation order, a supervi¬ 
sion order for 12 months and 140 
hours’ unpaid work.

170th drug factory 
uncovered by cops

A ‘SOPHISTICATED’ cannabis 
factory cultivating £150,000 
worth of drugs was the fifth one 
found by police in just two 
weeks. 

And officers revealed they had 
uncovered 170 drug-growing 
dens across the county in the last 
year. 

Police forced their way into the 
property in Portland Place, 
Northampton, last Thursday and 
found more than 500 plants as 
well as lighting and ventilation 
equipment. 

A 27-year-old man was arrested 
at the scene and taken to 
Campbell Square police station 
for questioning. 

Officers said there were signs 
that small fires had been caused 
by high voltage cables passing 
through wood, which they 
described as a “serious hazard”. 

The mains electricity had been 
bypassed and there was evidence 
of previous yields from the 
cannabis plants. 

The raid followed the discovery 
of two drug factories the previous 
day when a team of special 
constables, together with 
response officers, safer commu¬ 
nity team officers and the 
Operation Guardian team, 
executed warrants at two proper¬ 
ties, in Paxton Road and Pell 
Court, Northampton. 

A 23-year-old man was arrested 


in Paxton Road and charged with 
cultivating 464 plants, and a 
29-year-old man was charged 
with growing 231 plants at the Pell 
Court address. 

On March 15, the force’s 
Operation Guardian searched a 
property on Axe Head Road, Briar 
Hill, after reports of a strong 
smell. 

More than 400 mature cannabis 
plants were growing there and 
extensive equipment that allowed 
them to spread in water instead of 
soil. 

The following day, officers raid¬ 
ed a rented property in Apethorpe 
near Oundle, finding more than 
300 shoots of the drug. 

Sergeant Craig lohnson, of 
Operation Guardian, said: 
“Between March 1, 2011 and 
February 29, 2012 we uncovered a 
massive 170 cannabis cultivations 
in total - 94 in the north of the 
county and 76 in the west. 

“There are often clear tell-tale 


signs of a cannabis factory and we 
would advise people to be aware 
of these and report any suspi¬ 
cions. 

“Often the cost for a landlord to 
pay for damages to a property 
once it has been used as a 
cannabis factory can be in the 
thousands, which is why we 
recommend that landlords be 
alert to new occupants.” 

Neighbours and landlords are 
being reminded to be alert and 
look out for the signs, and to 
report any suspicions they may 
have of possible drug production 
in their area. 

Things to look out for include 
constantly covered windows, 
condensation, the smell of 
cannabis in the area and 
tampered electrical wiring. 

Police say new occupants carry¬ 
ing large amounts of light fittings, 
fans, ducting, plant pots and bags 
of compost could also indicate 
that they are cultivating the drug.

Tevamp to think big 



THE future of Towcester 
has been revealed after 
plans for the regener¬ 
ation of the Moat Lane 
site were outlined on 
Tuesday. LAWRENCE 
JOHN takes a closer look 
at what the proposals 
mean for the town. 

A FORTY million pound 
re-development in the heart of 
Towcester was unveiled this 
week. 

On Tuesday, South 
Northamptonshire Council 
(SNC) announced the latest plans 
for the development of Moat 
Lane. 

The authority confirmed 
constructor/investor Morgan 
Sindall Investments Ltd will be its 
development partner for the proj¬ 
ect. 

The project will centre around 
Bury Mount, a scheduled ancient 
monument, and will include a 
hotel, retail, 47 residential units of 
two or three bedrooms, a com¬ 
munity building, a library and a 
new building to house the district 
council. 

It is hoped the whole of the area 
will be completely transformed 
within the next four or five years. 

Leader of South 

Northamptonshire Council, 


Councillor Mary Clarke, feels this 
area of town had been under¬ 
played for too long and was over¬ 
due a makeover. 

She said: “This is at the com¬ 
mercial heart of Towcester and we 
would never have done this with¬ 
out private funding. 

“The re-development for SNC is 
as crucial as that of the town. 

“This will all be the catalyst for 
further re-development. 

“The council is very much a 
joint management team with 
Cherwell District Council and I 
am sure there will be many other 
authorities that will be moving 
into a reduced space.” 

Cllr Clarke described Moat Lane 
as a ‘key site and was delighted 
the council would be moving into 
the location by 2014. 

The authority would be the free¬ 
hold owner of the new building 
and would save it £220,000 per 
year due to reduced running 
costs. 


Roy Burley, from Morgan Sindall 
Investments, said: “We have been 
working with the council in the 
last few months to get this 
scheme where it is. 

“In terms of starting we want to 
do so as soon as possible. 

“Going forward, by the end of 
the year we will be starting 
construction of the new commu¬ 
nity building and infrastructure. 

“Eighteen months later the resi¬ 
dential will be started. 

“The commitment shown by the 
local authority to move into the 
heart of the community is good. 

“Its current building has 
become too large for the authori¬ 
ty’s needs. 

“It has been here for 20 odd 
years and is at the stage where it 
needs a refurbishment.” 

It is hoped the planning applica¬ 
tion will be submitted by Morgan 
Sindall during the next four to five 
months.

Martin Johns, said the majority of 
people in Towcester would be in 
support of the re-development 
but not in favour of the council 
moving. 

He said when the issue was first 
raised there had been two packed 
meetings with all those attending 
against the move and he believes 
it was the main reason the 
Conservatives lost the recent 
by-election. 

Cllr Johns added: “The other 
elements of the development 
which are of concern is do we 
need another basket supermarket 
in town and how many car park¬ 
ing spaces will there be. 

“What people would have pre¬ 
ferred is to look more actively for 
a business/entrepreneur to be an 
anchor to allow the council to 
retain its present building.” 

West Northamptonshire 

Development Corporation 
(WNDC) has invested around 
£7.5m in the Moat Lane scheme. 

Peter Mawson, WNDC’s chief 
executive, said: “The develop¬ 
ment of Towcester town centre 
will create new jobs and support 
the long term prosperity of the 
area. 

“The Moat Lane plans have 
attracted national design awards 
and are intended to showcase the 
historic core of the town along¬ 
side modern new facilities.” 

The scheme features a proposal 
for an anchor store on the corner 
of Northampton Road comple¬ 
mented by a range of smaller 
retail units and a new civic build¬ 


ing housing an improved town 
library, the county registrar’s 
office and a shared local authority 
customer contact centre. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council will provide £3m for the 
library and county registrar 
accommodation as a grant con¬ 
tribution to the wider scheme. 

Cllr Heather Smith, county 
council cabinet member for cus¬ 
tomer services, said: “I am 
pleased to see this exciting proj¬ 
ect take an important step for¬ 
ward. 

“This is a very significant devel¬ 
opment which will see real bene¬ 
fits for our customers by joining 
together a range of services and 
organisations under one roof. 

“The building will be a superb 
setting for a new library in 


Towcester as well as a new home 
for the registry office, putting 
these services at the heart of 
Towcester’s community, encour¬ 
aging more people and business 
into the town centre and helping 
it to thrive.” 

As a result of the re-develop¬ 
ment a further 28 acres of nearby 
water meadow will be brought 
back into public use for the first 
time in two centuries. 

A travel plan to encourage walk¬ 
ing, cycling and use of public 
transport will also be produced to 
complement the scheme.

Caravan rage 
driver banned

A RETIRED caravan 
owner has been banned 
from driving after he 
swerved into a car in a fit 
of road rage. 

Thomas Douglas, 65, 
tried to overtake another 
driver using the left-hand 
lane after becoming “frus¬ 
trated” because she was 
driving at a steady 50mph. 

Recorder William 

Harbage QC said: “It is 
only by the grace of God 
that there wasn’t a serious 
accident.” 

The victim said the 
pensioner shook his fist at 
her as his motorhome 
forced her vehicle towards 
the central reservation on 
the A14 between 
Northampton and Market 
Harborough. 

Michael Waterfield, 
prosecuting at Northamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on 
Monday, said the Renault 
Megane driver had to slow 
down to allow space for 
lorries pulling out in front 


of her. Mr Waterfield said: 
“There is nothing in the 
evidence to show that she 
was driving in anyway 
improperly or inconsider¬ 
ately. 

“Out of frustration and 
impatience with her driv¬ 
ing, he decided to over¬ 
take her in the left-hand 
lane and then move 
towards her as he drove 
past. 

“As he moved by into the 
right-hand lane she had to 
brake and he collided with 
her left wing, causing a 
dent.” 

Mr Grey, mitigating, said 
that Douglas’s type 2 dia¬ 
betes caused him to have 
mood swings and to lose 
his temper quickly. 

He said: “His wife 
confirms that he is capa¬ 
ble of losing his temper 
over quite small matters.” 

Asking the judge to 
consider suspending any 
custodial sentence, Mr 
Grey said that caravan¬ 
ning was “the only pleas¬ 
ure they have in their mar¬ 
ried life”. 


The pensioner was 
caught after his victim 
managed to memorise his 
number plate and report¬ 
ed the incident to police. 

He pleaded guilty to 
dangerous driving on the 
day that the case was 
listed for trial. 

Recorder Harbage said: 
“This was an extremely 
dangerous thing to do. It 
could have caused a very 
serious accident indeed. 

“If you drive dangerously 
in this manner you put 
other road users at risk. 
Society will not approve of 
you. 

“It is so serious that 
there must be a custodial 
sentence. 

“But in the 

circumstances I can 
suspend it.” 

Douglas was sentenced 
to 12 weeks imprisonment 
suspended for 12 months, 
a supervision order for 12 
months and 12 days of 
anger management. 

He is disqualified from 
driving for a year and 
must pay £290 in costs.

A COUNCIL is looking 
into signing up to a new 
money saving partner¬ 
ship. 

Northampton Borough 
Council is working with 
Local Government Shared 
Services (LGSS) to explore 
the potential of joining 
the partnership between 
Northamptonshire 
County Council and 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council. 

LGSS was set up more 
than a year ago to provide 
a wide range of support 
services for both local 
authorities.

“We have been clear we 
will reduce management 
costs and ensure the tax¬ 
payers’ money is spent 


effectively, with a focus on 
frontline services. 

“We are in discussions 
with LGSS about how 
Northampton Borough 
Council can benefit from 
being part of that shared 
service organisation to 
become the leaner, more 
efficient organisation we 
need to be.” 

Andrew Langley, vice 
chairman of the LGSS 
joint committee, said: “We 
have proved the case for 
sharing services ourselves 
and are delighted to be in 
discussions with North¬ 
ampton Borough Council 
to see how LGSS could 
benefit them.

Group slams rail 
link’s wildlife risk

RARE butterflies could 
face a further threat from 
a controversial high 
speed rail route. 

The Small Blue Butterfly 
is already very scarce and 
the High Speed 2 (HS2) 
route which runs through 
the south-western edge of 
the county skirting on the 
edge of Brackley could 
mean the end for 
Northamptonshire’s last 
known population. 

The Wildlife Trust, 
which covers Bedford¬ 
shire, Cambridgeshire 
and Northamptonshire, is 
disappointed that the 
first phase of the HS2 has 


been given the go-ahead 
by the Transport 
Secretary. 

It expects serious dam¬ 
age to wildlife and habi¬ 
tats as a result of the 
route’s construction. 

It has a direct impact on 
a Site of Special Scientific 
Interest (SSSI) and three 
Local Wildlife Sites 
(LWS), with two other 
important sites in close 
proximity. 

Helmdon disused rail¬ 
way SSSI will be directly 
affected by the route. 

The steep sides of the 
railway cuttings provide 
an important microcli¬ 
mate home to many 
species of wildflower and 
butterfly. 


Research by the Wildlife 
Trusts nationally shows 
the route for HS2 phase 
one, could threaten 50 
irreplaceable ancient 
woodlands and the habi¬ 
tat of rare species such as 
Bechstein’s bat and black 
hairstreak butterfly. 

And the Northants 
branch is supporting 
action taken by its neigh¬ 
bouring Trust - the Berks, 
Bucks and Oxon office - 
which is writing to the 
European Commission 
claiming that the UK 
Government chose the 
HS2 route between 
London and Birmingham 
without taking proper 
account of its environ¬ 
mental impacts.

BIKER DIES FROM CRASH INJURIES

UNSAFE vehicles used to 
transport children to and 
from schools in the coun¬ 
ty have been removed 
from the roads. 

Fifty-six vehicles used by 
schoolchildren were 
checked between March 
12 and 23. 

It was part of Operation 
Coachman, a co-ordinat¬ 
ed national campaign to 
ensure the safety of young 
passengers. 

Officers from Northam¬ 
ptonshire Police, together 
with staff from Northam¬ 
ptonshire County Council 
and the Vehicle & 


Operator Services Agency 
(VOSA) were involved in 
the initiative. 

Taxis, coaches and 
minibuses used to trans¬ 
port children were exam¬ 
ined to check they were on 
the road legally, helping to 
ensure passenger safety. 

Of the 56 vehicles 
checked, action was taken 
against five of the drivers. 

The consequences 
ranged from immediate 
prohibitions for a broken 
seat and a locked emer¬ 
gency door, to fixed penal¬ 
ty notices for defective 
tyres and warnings for a 
leaking oil hub. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
Suzette Davenport said: 


“These checks throughout 
Northamptonshire have 
been part of a national 
campaign and our ongo¬ 
ing efforts to improve 
standards and vehicle 
maintenance, to ensure 
the safety of children trav¬ 
elling to school. Comp¬ 
anies with the responsibil¬ 
ity for transporting chil¬ 
dren must ensure that 
their drivers and vehicles 
are fit for the purpose.” 

Sergeant Jon Hodgson 
added: “Further school 
transport checks will be 
made throughout the year 
and I would urge all driv¬ 
ers to ensure that their 
vehicles are fit for each 
journey they make.”

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How rugby injury got Rhydian singing

STAGE star and former X 
Factor contestant Rhy¬ 
dian Roberts wouldn’t 
‘give it all up’ to play one 
game of rugby for Wales. 

His fellow countryman 
and Hollywood actor, 
Richard Burton, once said 
he would rather play for 
Wales at Cardiff Arms Park 
than to play Hamlet at the 
Old Vic. 

Both Welshmen had a 
love of the game and 
could have had a future 
playing rugby at club level 
and maybe even on the 
international stage. 

Rhydian was originally 
going to be a professional 
rugby player before fate 
intervened. 

He had attended 
Llandovery College, 

which has a tradition of 
producing Welsh interna¬ 
tionals, and was one of 
the pupils expected to 
further his rugby career. 

Rhydian said: “I had to 
make a decision when I 
was 18/19 years old. 

“I had a groin injury 
which put me out of 
action for a year so it was 
not a difficult decision 
to concentrate on my 
singing career. 

“I would hav 
played for Swansea 
RFC and then the 
Ospreys but I 
don’t know if I j 
would have A 


been good enough to play 
for Wales. I am glad I 
made the decision I did.” 

The first time most 
people heard of Rhydian 
was when he appeared on 
the X Factor in 2007 - he 
was the runner-up. 

The show put him firmly 
in the spotlight and was 
the launch pad for his 
career. 

Reflecting on what he 
learnt by appearing on 
the ITV talent show, he 
said: “The X Factor taught 
me a lot about television. 

“It showed me how 
shows are made for televi¬ 
sion and what you have to 
do to sing in front of 14 
million viewers. 

“It certainly showed me 
I had to have a thick skin 
and if you are on televi¬ 
sion it puts you under a 
lot of scrutiny. 

“It also showed me I had 
to trust my instincts and 
listen to what Simon 



Cowell said I should do. I 
didn’t just want to go on 
and do a 12 week period 
and that was it. 

“I wanted to go beyond 
this and it was the begin¬ 
nings of a career. 

“Five years after appear¬ 
ing on it I am selling out 
concerts and perform¬ 
ing.” 

His latest role is Teen 
Angel in Grease which will 
arrive at Northampton’s 
Royal & Derngate at the 
end of next month. 

It is not a large role, 
indeed it only last four 
minutes and consists of 
one song. But far from 
being put off by such a 
small role, Rhydian is 
delighted to be re-joining 
the cast after a few weeks 
away and enjoys his 
crossover work from 
concerts to theatres. 

He said: “It is four min¬ 
utes and I love it. It is not 
like I have to go on cold 
and sing Nessun Dorma. 
It is good fun.” 

One aspect of his life 
which Rhydian does enjoy 
is ‘going home’ back to 
Sennybridge in Wales. 

He feels going there 
keeps him grounded and 
helps to re-charge his 
batteries for the next 
show. 

Rhydian said: “I go 
home to genuine 
people who don’t treat 
me any differently.”

FOR Phil Dowson, his first Six

“But when you have been 
playing for ten years they don’t say, ‘I 
really enjoyed watching you play for 
Northampton’. 

“I know they do, but they don’t say it 
very often because I have played so 
many games. When it’s put down in 
front of you, when it has been so long 
and you have a think about that, it 
becomes ingrained in you.” 


Dowson is now fully focused on 
Northampton’s quest to secure a 
place in the Aviva Premiership play¬ 
offs, and they head to Bath on 
Saturday looking for a rare win at the 
Recreation Ground.

“One plus of these matches is that 
it gives Academy players a first 
chance to see what it is like and I 
remember how good they were for 
me as a youngster,” said Capel. 

“Zak has played age group cricket 
with us and played in the 
Northamptonshire Cricket League 
with Old Northamptonians. 

“I also saw him batting and 
practising a couple of times with the 
ONs and we got him into the 


academy. He has been working with 
David Ripley and the other coaches, 
and when he came in he wasn’t 
daunted. 

“He also got some time at the 
crease with David Sales, so it’s good 
he has been able to play with one of 
the senior players.” 

Sales has also shown some good 
early season form with the bat, 
following up his 59 on Monday with 
157 not out against the Cambridge 
students yesterday. 

David Willey is also set to make his 
first appearance in the inter-squad 
game starting today after returning 
from Australia, but Luke Evans is set 
to miss the first four to five weeks 
of the new season after having an 
operation on a back problem. 
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Jacobs’ growth echoes faith in 
youth that Crewe are built on

IF, as with politics, a week is a long 
time in football, then four months 
must seem like aeons. In that 
time, Aidy Boothroyd has affected 
a turnaround of Northampton 
Town's fortunes and on Saturday 
faces the team it all began against. 

On Saturday, December 10, his 
first game in charge of the Cobblers 
saw them hold out for a 1-1 draw 
against Crewe Alexandra to halt a 
run of four consecutive defeats 
that had seen them slip into the 
League Two relegation mire and 
exit the FA Cup at the hands of Blue 
Square Bet Premier side Luton 
Town, 

The two sides now meet again at 
Gresty Road, with things looking 
better for both. Crewe, under Steve 
Davis who had only been in the job 
a month when they last played, are 
pushing for a play-off space, while 
Northampton are closing in on 
safety 

“I watched the DVD the other day 
of the first game, and it is a very dif¬ 
ferent team, attitude and mentality 
that we have now to what we had 
then,” recalls Boothroyd ahead of 
this weekend’s game, 

“I think we were delighted just to 
get a point, whereas now we go 
into games thinking we have got a 
good chance of winning. 

“They’re a very good team; I think 
they’re a solid team, they’ve got a 
bit of steel in them, they’ve got a 
nice balance and I think they’ll be 
very difficult team for us to play 
against. 

“But it’s a game we look forward 
to just to see how far we have 
come. 

“Looking back on the DVD, we 
probably had the better of the first 
half and they certainly had the bet¬ 
ter of the second half. 

“We’ll have to just make sure that 
we maintain our defensive stability 
and see if we can nick a goal here or 
there. 

“It would be nice to finish the sea¬ 
son on a high. That’s the plan and 
we’ve got three games coming up - 
Crewe, Oxford and Swindon - 
against teams that are vying for the 
play-off spot and automatic pro¬ 
motion. 

“I think it will be a marker to show 
how far we have come and that’s 
what the season does.” 

A 0-0 draw at home to Plymouth 
Argyle last Saturday ensured 
Northampton remain five points 
clear of the relegation zone, with 
Boothroyd hailing the Pilgrims’ 
defensive style as a compliment to 
his team. 

Attention now turns to Crewe - a 
team renowned for continually 
producing technically sound and 
talented young players from their 
academy, which has provided the 
bedrock of their first team for 
many years now. 

That is something Boothroyd, 
who worked with the youth teams 
at Peterborough United, Norwich 
City and West Bromwich Albion, is 
keen to replicate at Sixfields 
although he admits that is some¬ 
thing much further down the line. 

He said: “It’s really important for 
every club to have a good youth

policy. It’s my background, but at 
the same time I don’t think most 
supporters will be happy if I say 
I’ve got a five-year plan and we 
want to get into the next league in 
five years or ten years. 

“We all want instant success, but I 
do think it is important that the 
club is built with a short-term plan, 
a medium-term and a long-term 
plan, which is your youth policy. 

“I think Michael Jacobs is a great 
example of where the time and 
money has been invested, and at 
the end of it the club has got a won¬ 
derful player out of it playing for 
the first team. 

“It gives everybody a lift because 
he is a local boy, and if he does 
decide to go we will be rewarded 
for that.” 

Midfield prospect Jacobs is out of 
contract with Northampton in the 


summer and once again the 
rumour mill has gone into over¬ 
drive about, whether or not he will 
be moving on, if the opportunity 
arises. 

The 20-year-old is set to be 
offered a new deal by the club, 
although, even if he declined, they 
would still be eligible to claim a fee 
for him from any potential suitor 
as he is under the age of 24. 

Boothroyd is excited by Jacobs’ 
potential, but added that he still 
has some way to go before he can 
become the player that the 
Northampton boss thinks he is 
capable of being. 

“He’s potentially very good, and 
that’s a word that gets used a lot, 
but in order to fulfil that potential 
you’ve got to listen, you’ve got to be 
able to improve and you’ve got to 
be able to work hard,” said 


Boothroyd. “It’s too early to tell just 
how good he can be, but the one 
thing that I was on about and he is 
improving on is his end product. 

“He is getting better all of the 
time and I think that sometimes a 
lot of emphasis is put on young 
players to produce, but he knows 
that I think he is not as good as he 
can be and we have a good working 
relationship because he wants to 
get better. 

“Michael is a very talented young 
man. He’s also a very level-headed 
young man who knows he has got a 
long way to go in terms of how 
good he can be. 

“The one thing that you do need 
if you are going to be successful in 
any walk of life is that you need to 
be level-headed and need to have 
some humility, and he has got that 
about him.” 


Rain can’t dampen 
Force India’s points 
pursuit in Malaysia 

FORMULA ONE 

FORCE India took full advantage of the 
havoc caused by the wet conditions in 
Sunday’s Malaysian Grand Prix to secure 
their first double points finish of the new 
Formula One season. 

The Silverstone-based team endured a 
difficult qualifying session the day before, 
with both Paul di Resta and Nico 
Flulkenberg being eliminated in Q2. But 
race day proved different with di Resta 
coming home seventh and Flulkenberg 
ninth. 

British racer di Resta overcame being hit 
by Pastor Maldonado in the Williams just 
before the race was red flagged on lap six 
due to heavy rain. Flowever, when the 
action resumed he drove patiently on the 
drying track to secure six points. 

“We were a bit lucky with some of the 
issues for cars ahead, but in races like this 
you need a bit of luck and given where we 
started I think we can come away from 
here very happy with this result,” said di 
Resta. 

“The start of the race was a bit of a mess 
and it was all about trying to stay on the 
track and stay out of trouble. I did pretty 
well until Maldonado hit me just before the 
red flag, which spun me around and cost 
me about three places. 

“At the restart our pace was very good on 
the intermediate tyres and we were able to 
get well up the order and stay with the 
leading group. 

“As it dried out we switched to dry tyres 
at the same time everyone else did, which 
was the safe way to play it, and just tried 
to hold position in the points.” 

Team-mate Flulkenberg scored his first 
points for Force India and was delighted for 
both him and the team after the race. 

Fie said: “I have to say that the wet 
conditions were some of the worst I’ve 
raced in and the visibility was almost zero 
before the race was stopped. 

“It was much better when the race 
restarted, but I struggled with the balance 
of the car on the intermediates, so it was 
just a case of trying to stay in the points 
and catch Vergne ahead.” 

The team now have a three-week break 
before the next round of the season on 
April 15, when they head to Shanghai for 
the Chinese Grand Prix.

Ex-Aussie captain 
Cameron signs on 
in coup for County

JIM Mallinder has given his full 
backing to Dylan Hartley after the 
Northampton Saints captain was 
handed an eight-week ban for bit¬ 
ing whilst on England duty. 

The hooker was found guilty at a 
disciplinary hearing on Tuesday 
after he was cited for biting Ireland’s 
Stephen Ferris on the finger during 
their Six Nations clash at 
Twickenham. 

It is not the first time Hartley has 
been served with a lengthy ban, hav¬ 
ing been handed a six-month sus¬ 
pension for gouging five years ago. 

But the 26-year-old has since 
worked hard to shed his ‘bad boy’ 
tag, and Saints director of rugby 
Mallinder believes he has done that 
despite this transgression. 

“You’ve got to be very careful and I 


know the difference in Dylan as a 
person,” he said. 

“He’s a very different character 
who was playing here when I first 
arrived at the club to what he is now. 

“He has developed and matured 
into a fine leader and a captain, he 
is a role model on and off the field 
with what he does around the town. 

“He has changed and that incident 
is totally inconsistent with the char¬ 
acter of Dylan that we know. 

“Over the last few years we’ve seen 
players target him on purpose, and 
also coaches talking about him and 
trying to put pressure on him that 
way. 

“He’s a tough player - you can’t 
take that away from Dylan and any 
hooker that plays international 
rugby has got to be tough. 

“He plays hard but he plays fair, 
and he is a good leader as well.” 

Hartley will now miss the rest of 


the season for Northampton, with 
the exception of the Aviva 
Premiership final should they make 
it that far. 

The Saints will also find out 
tonight if Calum Clark - suspended 
by the club last week - will face any 
further sanction after being cited for 
an incident involving himself and 
Leicester Tigers’ Rob Hawkins dur¬ 
ing the LV= Cup final. 

The team will look to put these 
issues firmly behind them this 
Saturday evening when they take on 
Bath at the Recreation Ground in 
the league. 

With Hartley out and Mallinder 
expecting Clark to be suspended, 
Lee Dickson is once again set to 
captain the side having done so in 
last weekend’s 30-15 win over 
London Wasps. 

Mallinder said: “He’s had a fantas¬ 
tic Six Nations and he’s had a fantas¬ 


tic year for Northampton Saints as 
well, so it has not really affected his 
game. 

“He’s generally someone who talks 
a lot, likes to boss the forwards and 
has a word with the backs to make 
sure they know what they are doing. 

“It’s a natural position to be in, you 
can’t criticise what he did last week 
and I’m sure it will be the same this 
week. 

“We have leaders in all the key 
positions; we’ll have someone who 
is in charge of the back three, the 
centres, back row and front row. 

“They’ll speak and lead by exam¬ 
ple on the field, and make the right 
decisions at the right times. 

“But then basically you need 
someone who is going to pull all of 
that together, speak to the referee, 
make decisions, toss a coin at the 
beginning and say, ‘three cheers’ at 
the end.” 


CRICKET 

FORMER Australia Twenty20 captain 
Cameron White will be joining 
Northamptonshire Steelbacks at their 
second overseas player for this season’s 
Friends Life t20 tournament. 

The right hander has featured for his 
country in 29120 internationals, scoring 
632 runs at an average of 31.60, with a 
top score of 85 not out. 

On the domestic Twenty20 front he 
featured for Somerset in the 2007 and 
2008 seasons, and has also starred in the 
Indian Premier League and Australia’s Big 
Bash, to date scoring 2,232 runs at 28.98. 

“This is an important signing for 
Northants Cricket’s Friends Life t20 
campaign, where Cameron will be able to 
add huge amounts of firepower to our 
middle order batting,” said Northants head 
coach David Capel. 

“Cameron comes to the County Ground 
with a proven track record, both 
internationally and domestically in the 
shorter forms of the game and he has the 
ability to find the boundaries, as seen by 
the fact he has scored t20 centuries.” 

A strike rate of 131.21 in the domestic 
game underlines the 28-year-old’s status 
as a destructive batsman in the shortest 
form of the game, while his leg break 
bowling has also proved a useful asset. 

White will join Chaminda Vaas - back at 
the County Ground for the entire 2012 
season - as one of their two overseas 
players eligible to feature in the FLt20 
thanks to the Steelbacks securing funding 
from private sponsors. 

New chief executive David Smith is keen 
for the side to improve on their last two 
disappointing Twenty20 campaigns and 
believes White’s signing can help with that 
aim. 

He said: “As a former captain of Australia 
in this format of the game and with 
Champions League and IPL experience, 
Cameron will bring a wealth of 
international experience to our t20 squad. 
This signing would not have been possible 
without the help of external benefactors, 
and we would like to place on record our 
appreciation to them once again.”
